WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
1971 Congress made a relatively 
sm all, 
$1.2-billion 
cut 
in 
P resid en t 
Nixon’s 
ap ­ 
propriations requests but it took 
other actions which will cause 
an increase in the budget deficit. 
The President forecast an 
$11.6-billion deficit in the unified 
budget for fiscal 1972, the 
current year, when he submitted 
his budget last January. 
It now appears the deficit will 
exceed $26 billion when the year 
ends next June 30. 
This sharp increase is ex­ 
pected to result principally from 
a huge drop in the revenues 
estim ated .by Nixon 11 months 
ago. 
This drop is caused in part by 
the failure of the economy to 
recover as fast as he expected, 
and in part by tax cuts which he 
proposed and Congress ap ­ 
proved 
in 
an 
attem p t 
to 
stim ulate the economy. 
However, 
Congress 
itself 
made a small contribution to the 
bigger deficit by the net effect of 
all the actions it took during the 
session which ended Friday. 
This was the case even though 
the chairm en of the House and 
Senate A ppropriations Com­ 
mittees could claim a $1.2 billion 
net reduction in 17 money bills 
sent up by the President. 
For many years, Congress has 
taken actions o u ts it cne area of 
appropriations bins which have 
had a bigger impact on the 
spending 
budget 
than 
its 


decisions on these bills. That 
was the situation in the 1971 
session. 
A box score kept by specialists 
of the Senate-House Committee 
on Reduction of Federal Ex­ 
penditures indicates that the 
effect of all actions taken by the 
C ongress, including the ap ­ 
propriations cuts, is to increase 
the fiscal 1972 budget deficit by 
approximately $3.55 billion. 
In this accounting, the ap­ 
propriations reductions were far 
more than offset by such things 
as: 
— A 5.5 per cent pay increase 
for federal civilian employes 
and m ilitary personnel effective 
Jan. 1 instead of next July 1 as 
Nixon proposed. This added $1.2 
billion to the 1972 budget. 
— A pay increase for lower 
ranks in the military designed to 
boost prospects for a volunteer 
army. This cost $484 million 
more in the current fiscal year 
than the P resid en t recom ­ 
mended. 
— A 
10 
per 
cent 
Social 
Security increase which went 
$1.4 billion beyond N ixon’s 
request. 
However, the im pact on the 
budget of these actions was 
largely offset by inactions on 
other Presidential program s in 
the 1971 session. 
The most im portant of these 
was the failure to pass any of his 
general or special revenue- 
sharing plans. Another was the 
deferral of action on Nixon’s 
proposals to liberalize welfare 


benefits. 
The Senate-House Committee 
estimated the various inactions 
had the net effect of saving 
about $3.12 billion in fiscal 1972 
spending. 
Thus, the over-all impact on the 
budget of what Congress did and 
didn’t do in 1971 was to raise the 
deficit by about $427 million. 
The 1971 session voted to 
appropriate a total of $250.6 
billion, a record. The $1.2 billion 
cut below Nixon’s request was 
one of the smallest in years. 
The total included $96.8 billion 
of perm anent appropriations 
which did not have to be acted on 
in 
the individual bills. 
The 
permanents include such things 
as $21.1 billion of interest on the 
public debt, a record high for 
this item, and more than $35 
billion of Social Security outlays 
financed bv a trust fund. 
The final cut may be about $1 
billion greater when Congress 
acts next year on the foreign-aid 
bill. That program was financed 
with a continuing resolution in 
the windup of the 1971 session. 
Congress voted more than 
Nixon asked in eight of the 17 
fiscal 
1972 
appropriations 
passed in the 1971 session, but 
the big reduction in the Defense 
Department bill $3 billion more 
than offset the myriad of in­ 
creases. 
Nearly all of the boosts were 
for 
education, 
health, 
en­ 
vironmental protection, 
slum 
clearance, housing for the poor, 
and hunger programs.

flation in modern times. True, 
the problem isn’t licked, but the 
rate of inflation dropped to less 
than 2 per cent, at least tem ­ 
porarily. 
Taxpayers — That was some 
relief, how ever sm all, was 
granted. The personal exemp­ 
tion rose to $675 from $625. The 
stan d ard deduction rose to 
$1,500 from $1,000. 
Borrowers — That interest 
rates began sliding off from 
their historic highs. While they 
are still high, compared with 


other years, the trend still ap­ 
pears to be down. 
Lenders — That they had the 
money 
to 
lend. 
Banks 
and 
savings and loan associations 
which not long ago couldn’t 
make a mortgage loan were able 
to begin advertising again. 
In vestors — T hat values 
appeared all over the stock 
market. And while many blue 
chip stocks continue to lag, the 
Dow Jones Industrial Average 
did rise more than 50 points 
from last year’s 830.57.

treated group will have a 
brighter future. 
Graduates — That the job 
m arket for young men and 
women improved again after the 
first major contraction in a 
decade.

Let Go A Little M ore

In the midst of all the holiday hoopla and cheeriness, some 
people get deeply depressed, even suicidal — a reverse reaction 
which a team of psychologists call the Christmas “clench.” Or­ 
dinarily, they say, it occurs in people who long so intensely for 
simple, childish delights that they suppress the urge completely. 
And this makes them terribly sad. 


They should learn to “let go” a little more, not overdoing it and 
expecting too much, but taking it easy and counting on having a 
modicum of fun, says Drs. Barry and Patricia M. Bricklin, of 
Wayne, Pa. “Just as an individual may clench his muscles into a 
tight knot, so too may a human put a ‘clench’ into his psychic ap­ 
paratus,” the doctors say, adding that this usually is what causes 
the holiday blues. 


The husband-and-wife team of psychologists for years have 
spent each Christmas Eve counselling and trying to console 
depressed callers, some so desperate they telephone without even 
knowing the doctors personally. They write in Youth magazine, a 
monthly for teen-agers of the United Church of Christ, that the 
Christmas season heightens the desire “to relive our fantasies of 
childhood, to be catered to and indulged. 


“For most young children this is completely attainable: their 
parents do indulge them. It is also at least partly attainable for the 
great majority of adults. The adult vicariously enjoys the joy of his 
children But the process breaks down for some people.” 


They have such intense childhood longings that they’re afraid 
to release them, fearing it would swamp them in helpless chaos, the 
doctors say, adding that such feelings may stem from either of two 
situations, namely: 


— An inadequate childhood. “Humans have a hard time letting 
go of things that should have been good but weren’t. The lost 
childhoods are sought in the present, with the aim of reliving them 
in a finally fulfilling way.” 


—An overindulged childhood. “These people may have been so 
overindulged as children that they were unable to get on with the 
job of maturing.” 


Either of these background conditions may cause people to 
choke off their real feelings in a season accenting childish joys, and 
leave them bitter and downcast, the psychologists say, adding: 
‘Typically, the teen-ager has such intense longings to be a child 
again that he must inhibit his response to Christmas in total. . . He 
is afraid to tempt himself with a small dose of something he craves 
in such huge quantities.” 


To really enjoy Christmas, the psychologists say, one needs to 
be both a generous “giver” as well as a gracious “receiver” — with 
both essential to sharing in the spirit of the season.

Barbour, the U. S. Ambassador 
in Tel Aviv. 
“Egyptian deployment along 
(Suez) canal,” he cables, “gives 
Sadat option to open fire at any 
time with very little further 
preparation.” 
However, he added, Israel 
“ has 
no 
intelligence 
that 
Egyptians intend to resume 
firing within any specific time 
frame.” 
On this troubled Christmas 
eve, Bethlehem remains much 
as it did when Mary and Joseph 
first halted before the inn, and 
'nding no room, sought shelter 


in the stable. It is a huddle of 
flat-roofed 
stone 
houses, 
clinging to the bleak Judean 
hillside. Its narrow streets still 
echo to the clattering heels of 
heavily laden donkeys. 
The stars seem to shine 
brighter over Bethlehem than 
anywhere on earth, and the 
memory of Jesus is fresh and 
breathing. But no far away 
assassins disguised as Christian 
priests are reported to be 
preparing ambushes for Jor­ 
danian ministers and royalty. 
“ The 
plans 
include 
the 
adoption of Muslin or Christian 
priestly disguise to use when 
appropriate or necessary,” 
states an intelligence report. 


MYSTERY MAN 
The plotters are directed by a 
mystery man, known as Fakhri 
al-Amari, who operates out of a 
top-floor flat in Beirut. An in­ 
telligence report states that the 
downstairs entrance is guarded 
by at least four armed guards. 
No one is admitted until he has 
called Amari personally from 
downstairs, then at least one 
guard physically accompanies 
the visitor to Amari’s flat. 
Amari is described in the 
intelligence reports as chief of 
the “special services section” of 
the underground Fedayeen 
movement. He is responsible 
“ for 
assassinations, 
kid­ 
nappings, sabotage and other 
acts of terrorism.” 
His top target is King Hussein, 
who smashed the Fedayeen in 
Jordan. Amari, according to an 
intelligence report, is “ still 


working on his plan to ‘get’ King 
Hussein of Jordan the next time 
the latter travels outside Jor­ 
dan. Amari believes that the 
King’s next trip will be to 
Paris.” 
As fronts, the assassins have 
used a travel agency, handicraft 
shop and small grocery store in 
Amman, the Jordan capital. 
They reportedly hope to obtain 
information on the King’s travel 
plans from a pilot for the Royal 
Jordanian Air Line. 


The 
defeated 
Fedayeen, 
meanwhile, 
are 
scattered 
throughout the Arab world. 
Many are nursing their bruises 
in Lebanon not far from the 
Biblical seaports of Tyre and 
Sidon. 
D eclares 
an 
intelligence 
report: 
“ The 
unedifying 
spectacle 
of 
confusion, 
dissension, and bitterness that 
pervades 
the 
Fedayeen 
leadership almost certainly has 
caused added malaise among 
the commando rank-and-file. . . 


“ Reports have mentioned 
jealousy 
and 
disturbances 
developing 
between 
Fatah 
elements 
long stationed in 
South 
Lebanon 
and 
those 
recently arrived from Jordan 
and Syria, and we have reported 
gunfights 
between 
Saiqa 
commandos encamped in the 
central sector.” 
On that great parchment of 
mankind, the Holy Land where 
the Savior’s sandaled feet once 
trod, there is this Christmas 
only precarious peace and little 
good will toward men.

Sanctions Sought Against TV Too Severe

Miss Edith Efron’s book, The 
News Twisters, wherein the 
industrious lady reports the 
results of endless hours of tape 
recording the television news 
during the final weeks before the 
Presidential Election of 1968, 
makes the point that television 
is simply not observing the 
Fairness 
Doctrine 
as 
that 
Doctrine 
is 
generally 
un­ 
derstood. The treatment of the 
news was overwhelmingly pro- 
Democratic, pro-Humphrey, she 
proved, 
notwithstanding 
any 
demonstration that, in an excess 
of zeal, she might have made out 
the situation to be slightly worse 
than it is. 
The 
question 
inevitably 
arises: how is the Fairness 
Doctrine, and the larger social 
doctrines of which it is a part, to 
be applied 
to situations 
in 
general? Or to situations in 
particular? There are only three 
network news programs. Does 
that mean that if one of them 
chooses to be pretty generally 
liberal, 
that should be per­ 
mitted, 
provided 
there 
is 
another 
which 
is 
pretty 
generally conservative? Or does 
it mean that each of the three is 
required to preserve a nice 
balance? 


At the ridiculous extreme, 
surely, is the protest that now 
goes out against the ’.elicensing 
of Station KTTV in Los Angeles, 
which is the object of a petition 
by an organization called the 
National Association for Better 
Broadcasting, and one or two 
other 
citizens’ groups. 
The 
NABB wants the FCC to deny 
the station a fresh license on the 
grounds, 
primarily, 
that 
it 
sponsors 
a 
newscaster, 
Mr. 
George 
Putnam, 
who 
gives 
“biased accounts” of the news 
(you’ve guessed it, Putnam’s 
bias is a conservative, rather 
than 
liberal). 
The 
other 
organizations, in addition to 
objecting to Mr. Putnam, object 
to the racial imbalance in the 
staff of the station. 
A 
professor 
from 
the 
University of California writes, 
“George Putnam is a sort of 
articulate hard-hat, laureate of 
the Archie Bunker constituency. 
His appeal is precisely to gut 
feelings and he has, one gathers, 
a large audience attracted by 
that appeal. 
“All 
of 
which 
would 
be 
deplorable if Channel 11 were 
the only channel in town, and 
lamentably polarizing if it were 
one of two. But every TV set in 
Los Angeles has available to it 


excellent reception from the 
following lineup: 2—CBS, 4— 
NBC, 5—Independent, 7—ABC, 
9—Independent, 
11- 
Independent 
(The 
Bone 
of 
Contention), 
13—Independent, 
28—PBS—plus a couple of other 
HF’s, one of them the Spanish 
language. 
“This,” 
the 
professor 
remarks, “ must be the largest 
viewer’s choice in the country, 
and it is a real choice, sub­ 
stantially unimpeded by the tall 
buildings that make reception 
spotty 
in 
New 
York 
City....Dammit, 
anyone 
who 
wishes 
his 
sensibilities 
massaged 
by 
liberal 
newscasting 
has 
Walter 
Cronkite available to him every 
evening on Channel 2 at 7 
p.m....We are left with an effort 
to invoke the ultimate sanction 
against what may be the only TV

public has ample options.” 
While not endorsing the mild 
animadversions on Mr. Put­

should consider. Are we going to

situation? 


And while we are at it, are we 
going to insist that every station 
has exactly as many minority 
technicians, 
broadcasters, 
researchers, 
whatever, 
as 
reflect 
the 
demographic 
situation? Does that mean that if 
next year we bring 30,000 Urdu 
refugees into Los Angeles, one of 
them 
has 
to 
be 
hired 
by 
Television

KTTV? 


Mightn’t the television stations 
retaliate by commissioning a 
research project which might 
show that, say, whereas seven 
out of ten Los Angelenos are 
white, 97 out of 100 Angelenos 
equipped to serve as engineers, 
are white? That kind of thing— 
with all its overtones of in­ 
vidiousness? 
And, finally, the sanctions that 
are recommended against the 
broadcasting 
industry 
are 
altogether too severe.

I really don’t know what you 
are walking around with. I do 
know that you. like so many 
other people, fail to investigate 
the reason for pain as soon as it 
temporarily disappears. 
Yes, you might have a slipped 
disc. But you also might have 
any one of a variety of condi­ 
tions that involve the spine, the 
muscles, the sciatic nerve, and 
the blood vessels. 
Rather than guess about it, 
take advantage of he excellent 
forms of diagnosis tuat are now 
available to track oown per­ 
sistent pain. 
The diagnosis of slipped disc 
is usually mad^ by the com 
bined judgment of an ortho­ 
pedist (bone specialist) and a 
neurologist (nerve specialist). 
Special types of X-rav studies 
known as myelograms may help 
show the presence of a slipped, 
or herniated, disc. 
The presence of arthritis of 
the spine, or of neuritis, can be 
determined by other types of 
examination. Only by such care­ 
ful medical scrutiny can the ex­ 
act reason for your discomfort 
be determined and the proper 
treatment started. Star.t the 
process going even if you are 
now free of pain.

Are there any health advan­ 
tages to using a sun lamp dur­ 
ing the winter m onth s? 
Mr. G. R. E., Del. 


Dear Mr. E.: 
Most of the advantages of a 
sun lamp are traced to a feeling 
of well-being that accompanies 
tanning of the skin. 
I doubt that there are any 
physical health benefits associ­ 
ated with it, except when spe­ 
cifically recommended for acne 
and other skin disorders. 
It must be remembered that 
these lamps give off ultra-violet 
rays which are almost identical 
with those that pour out of the 
midday sun in the summertime. 
A most significant warning 
must be made to people who 
use sun lamps. There is a tend­ 
ency to fall asleep during their 
use. Many severe burns have 
resulted from such careless use, 
without an automatic timer to 
shut off the lamp. 
When used, there should be 
a slow buildup in time, starting 
with a 15 second exposure. The 
eyes must be carefully covered 
with cotton or shields, to pre­ 
vent hazardous burns of the del­ 
icate lining of the eyes.

Honorable 
mention — Red Bluff's Rick Arrowsmith and Los Molinos' Harvev 
Quaife. 


BASKETBALL — This season is just beginning, so we'll base 


our selections on the 1970-71 campaign. This was rough. Maybe the 
littlest varsity player during the year was Red Bluff's Murray 
Wilson. If he was handicapped at his 126-pound weight as just a 
bench warmer, he'd be in the running. But Murray was a starter 
He averaged only 6.2 at his guard position, but as Coach Bernie 
Gleason said: "When Murray got out there, things began to hap- 
pen." An adequate shooter and dribbler. Murray did have some 
trouble with his passing. "His passes were often so unexpected that 
even we weren't ready to handle them," said a former teammate 
Honorable mention — Coming's Mark Larsen and Los Molinos' 
Gregg Farley. 


BASEBALL — Chauncey Battaglia should have played foot-

Higher 
receipts from marketings of 
dairy products and cattle were 


partly offset by reduced hog, 
sheep and egg receipts. 


Current estimates point to a 


record total gross cash receipts 
of $4.8 billion for California 
agriculture in 1971 (including 
$113.5 million in governmert 
payments). This is up five per 
cent from a year ago and can be 
attributed to higher receipts 
from marketings of vesetables, 
grapes, field crops, and dairy 
products. 


"Unfortunately,"

said, production costs continue 
to rise and will largely offset the

Cattle coming from areas 


within 
those 
states 
where 


scabies is known to occur must 
also have a prior permit from 
the Division of Animal Industry, 
California 
Department 
of 


Agriculture. 


In addition to a permit and a 


health certificate, cattle from 
that area of Oklahoma west of 
Highway 183 must also be 
treated for scabies under official 
supervision prior to entry. 


Similar restrictions 
already 


exist on cattle from Texas, 
where outbreaks of scabies have 
also recently occurred. 


Scabies, a highly contagious 


and damaging skin disease of 
livestock, 
has 
never 
been 


allowed to become established 
in California, department of- 


ficials said. The last time it was 
found here was 1966, when cattle 
imported from another state 
were found infected. The out- 
break 
was 
eradicated, 
and 


California cattle have been free 
of the disease since that time. 


Scabies is caused by a tiny 


mite that bores into the skin of 
cattle to obtain nourishment. It 
causes extreme 
itching, in- 


flammation and scab formation. 
The 
animal 
is 
constantly 


irritated and spends so much 
time in rubbing, licking, biting 
and scratching that it has little 
time for feeding and becomes 
weak and emaciated. 


The disease spreads through a 


herd by contact.

Tehama County team? But instead of assigning a man to each 
position in each sport, we’ll go over it a bit more lightly and pick an 
individual to each sport. 
One thing I ve always liked about high school sports over 
college or professional is that they don’t depend on glandular 
anomalies. In other words, pride and spirit count morp than 
pounds. In football, for instance, my team would not necessarily be 
made up of backs who are the biggest or gained the most yards. 
It would be based on achievements, but with size and desire 
handicapped in, sort of like what they do at race tracks, and then 
some. So let’s be off: 
FOOTBALL — When all the words about Corning High School’s 
unbeaten season were written, one fellow impressed me more than 
any player I saw during the year. Dave Lucero is only 5-foot-6, 150 
pounds, and that may be stretching it. He may not be the best 
college prospect around, but he was a game breaker for the Car­ 
dinals. He led the Cards in catches — both receptions and in­ 
terceptions. He has, I can say without qualifications, the best pair 
of hands not only in this county but in the whole north state. It was 
his 81-yard kickoff return and 23-yard pass from teammate Mark 
Phillips that were so instrumental in the unforgettable night that 
saw Corning come from behind to edge Willows, 20-19. Honorable 
mention — Red Bluff’s Rick Arrowsmith and Los Molinos’ Harvey 
Quaife. 
BASKETBALL — This season is just beginning, so we’ll base 
our selections on the 1970-71 campaign. This was rough. Maybe the 
littlest varsity player during the year was Red Bluff’s Murray 
Wilson. If he was handicapped at his 126-pound v i it as just a 
bench warmer, he’d be in the running. But M urray was a starter. 
He averaged only 6.2 at his guard position, but as Coach Bernie 
Gleason said: “When Murray got out there, things began to hap­ 
pen.’’ An adequate shooter and dribbler. M urray did have some 
trouble with his passing. “His passes were often so unexpected that 
even we weren’t ready to handle them,’’ said a former teammate. 
Honorable mention — Coming’s Mark Larsen and Los Molinos’ 
Gregg Farley. 
BASEBALL — Chauncey Battaglia should have played foot­ 
ball. He would have made our tongue-twisting grid team for sure. 
But Chauncey’s specialty is baseball, and the 5-foot-9 hurler was 
about the hottest thing on the mound in these parts during the 
spring. A strikeout artist, he compiled a 6-1 record during the 
season, capped off by a no-hitter against Wheatland. And that 
perfecto or “no-no” as Coach Paul Carras likes to call it, was 
achieved with the final two innings played in a driving rain. 
Honorable mention — Red Bluff’s Larry Botts and Los Molinos’ 
Dave Morey. 
TRACK AND FIELD — These selections begin and end with 
one name. He often looked like he was ready for a hospital bed. but 
boy could he fly. Dennis Butler made a mistake and played football. 
He never quite recovered from the experience, but he still stood 
head and shoulders over any spiker in the area. Twice a visitor to 
the state track meet, Butler never fulfilled his hopes of at least 
making the finals of that tough competition. But then again, neither 
did anyone else north of San Francisco, and that included 
Sacramento. Honorable mention — Coming’s Bill Guidera and Los 
Molinos’ Jerry Stephens. 
ALL-AROUND — This also was tough, but it finally narrowed 
down to a pair of fellows who live only a mile apart — Red Bluff’s 
Larry Botts and Los Molinos’ Gregg Farley. And that’s where it 
will have to stay, because I can’t separate them. They are about 
equal in size — both 5-foot-9 — and about equal in ability. Botts led 
the county in baseball hitting with a .341 average. He also found 
time to compile a 3-2 pitching record. He also played basketball 
(made the all-tourney team at Anderson), w as third in total offense 
on the football team and even found time for some sprinting on the 
track team. Farley was second in total offense on the football team, 
led the basketball team in scoring and was a track hurdler on the 
side. Farley was twice named all-league in the grid sport, made the 
squad in basketball and is headed for similar feats this cage 
season. These two have been so many good things for their schools 
for so long they’re taken for granted. There will be a void when 
they graduate next June. 
Certainly, I’ve left someone out. I mentioned only sports that 
all three schools participate in. 
There’s always tomorrow, however, and there's always a voice 
of protest providing argument or addition — maybe even sub­ 
traction. So don’t be bashful.

disease, 
communicable to humans, has 
shown it prevalent among deer 
and 
coyotes 
at 
higher 
elevations, Agi^cultural 
Commissioner Donald R. Hill 
has reported. 
Hill is director of predatory 
animal control in the county. 
He explained that the disease 
is caused by a parasite (round 
worm) that when ingested by 
deer localizes in the lungs and 
liver, and in the intestines of 
coyotes. 
Coyotes 
pass 
the 
malady through feces onto grass 
where it is known to live at least 
a year, and is picked up by 
foraging deer or from water 
holes. The infection comes full 
cycle when coyotes then feed on 
the 
contaminated 
deer 
and 
become infected. 
• 
Survey 
results 
in

Trinity 
National Forest show 50 per cent

Davis, and Oscar Brunetti, Fish 


and Game biologist, have been

assistance of Tehama County 
predatory 
animal 
trappers 
Lloyd Powell, Harold Simpson 
and Mike Murchison. The work 
will 
continue 
with 
coyotes 
through the winter and spring 
months. 
Coyotes taken for examination 
are those that are trapped in the 
normal 
course 
of 
work 
on 
private lands which are under 
contract with Tehama County 
Department of Agriculture. The 
tissues are sent to the Davis 
laboratory for further research 
on 
this 
serious 
disease 
of 
wildlife. 


The disease is communicable 
to humans through the handling 
of dogs and coyotes. None of the 
sheep dogs or hunting dogs used 
in the program were found to be 
infected. To date there have 
been 30 cases of Hydatid disease 
reported 
in 
humans 
in 
California. 
Echinococcosis 
(Hydatid disease) research is 
sponsored by the University 
under the direction of Calvin W. 
Schwabe, 
professor 
of 
epidemiology. 


Farmers who plan to enroll in 
the 1972 set-aside programs may 
sign up beginning Jan. 17, ac­ 
cording to George M. Stutz, 
Chairman of the Tehama County 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Committee. 
Jan. 17 through Feb. 25 is sign­ 
up time at all county ASCS of­ 
fices for the voluntary farm 
programs, Stuz said. 
He emphasized that the sign­ 
up period is earlier than usual, 
and also pointed out no ex­ 
tension of the Feb. 25 deadline 
will be made. 
Farmers who know they will 
be out of the county through the 
sign-up period may 
arrange 
with the county office to sign up 
in the programs by mail, or by 
other procedure. 
To qualify to participate in 
ASCS set-aside programs for 
wheat and feed grains, farmers 
will set aside »;< per r >nt of the 
farm’s domestic wheat allot­ 
ment and 25 per cent of the feed 
grain base. 
The Agricultural Act of 1970, 
which established the set-aside 
concept, has opened the way for 
major shifts in the patterns of 
American farming 
By using 
set-aside 
acreage 
to 
limit 
general 
overproduction, 
in­ 
dividual farmers are free to 
plant the rest of their cropland 
to crops which will give them the 
most profit. 
In 1971, 90 per cent of U. S. 
farmers altered their cropping 
patterns from their established 
bases and allotments in order to 
increase their profits. The set- 
aside programs encourage this. 
Under 
the 
1972 
set-aside 
programs, a participant who 
complies 
with 
the 
set-aside 
acreage he has signed up for and 
maintains his conserving base, 
is free to plant the rest of his 
cropland to anything he chooses, 
except a few crops which are 
under marketing quotas. 
With the set-aside program, 
farmers can decide what and 
how much to plant on their 
farms. The only crops under 
restricted 
plantings 
are 
peanuts, rice, tobacco, extra 
long staple cotton, and sugar­ 
cane, Stutz said. 
Notices of wheat allotments 
and 
feed 
grain 
bases 
plus 
projected yields, and payment 
rates along with leaflets on the 
various 
voluntary 
farm 
programs offered in Tehama 
County, have been mailed to 
area farmers. 
Stutz said that if farmers have 
any other question on program 
participation, 
County 
ASC 
Committee and County ASCS 
Office officials will be glad to 
answer them. 


California’s 
cattle 
scabies 
regulations have been amended 
to protect the state’s livestock 
against 
infection 
by 
cattle 
imported from several mid- 
western states where outbreaks 
of scabies disease have recently 
been reported, the California 
Department of Agriculture has 
announced. 
Effective as of December 14, 
the 
amended 
regulations 
require that all cattle entering 
California 
from 
Oklahoma, 
Iowa, Kansas, New Mexico or 
Nebraska must be accompanied 
by 
an 
official 
certificate 
showing freedom from scabies. 
Cattle coming from areas 
within 
those 
states 
where 


scabies is known to occur must 
also have a prior permit from 
the Division of Animal Industry, 
California 
Department 
of 
Agriculture. 
In addition to a permit and a 
health certificate, cattle from 
that area of Oklahoma west of 
Highway 
183 
must also be 
treated for scabies under official 
supervision prior to entry. 
Similar restrictions already 
exist on cattle from Texas, 
where outbreaks of scabies have 
also recently occurred. 
Scabies, a highly contagious 
and damaging skin disease of 
livestock, 
has 
never 
been 
allowed to become established 
in California, department of­ 


ficials said. The last time it was 
found here was 1966, when cattle 
imported from another state 
were found infected. The out­ 
break 
was 
eradicated, 
and 
California cattle have been free 
of the disease since that time. 
Scabies is caused by a tiny 
mite that bores into the skin of 
cattle to obtain nourishment. It 
causes 
extreme 
itching, 
in­ 
flammation and scab formation. 
The 
animal 
is 
constantly 
irritated and spends so much 
time in rubbing, licking, biting 
and scratching that it has little 
time for feeding and becomes 
weak and emaciated. 
The disease spreads through a 
herd 
by contact.

Set-Aside California Scabies Regulations 
Signup 
Tightened To Protect Livestock 


1971 
Record Crop Year 


California’s 
farm 
crop 
production 
in 
1971 
was 
the 
largest of record — 42.5 million 
tons. 
That figure was announced 
this week by Jerry Fielder, state 
director 
of 
agriculture. 
He 
based it on preliminary year- 
end 
complications 
of 
the 
California Crop and Livestock 
Reporting Service. 
It 
is 
up 
slightly 
from 
the 
previous 
record high of 1970. 
Preliminary 
data 
indicate 
that gross cash receipts from 
farm marketings of livestock 
and poultry in 1971 will total 
$1.81 billion, slightly above the 
previous record of $1.79 billion 
recorded a year earlier. Higher 
receipts from marketings of 
dairy products and cattle were 


partly offset by reduced hog, 
sheep and egg receipts. 
Current estimates point to a 
record total gross cash receipts 
of $4.8 billion for California 
agriculture in 1971 (including 
$113.5 million in government 
payments). This is up five per 
cent from a year ago and can be 
attributed to higher receipts 
from marketings of vegetables, 
grapes, field crops, and dairy 
products. 
“Unfortunately,” 
Fielder 
said, production costs continue 
to rise and will largely offset the 
increase in gross farm income 
this year; therefore, little im­ 
provement is expected in net 
farm 
income. 
The 
larger 
amounts of capital required to 
mechanize our specialty crops, 


coupled with higher wage rates 
and interest costs, continue to 
place many of our producers in a 
critical financial squeeze.” 
California milk production in 
1971 is expected to reach a 
record 9.6 billion pounds, up 3 
per cent from last year. Cattle 
marketed 
from 
California 
feedlots in 1971 are expected to 
be 
up 
slightly 
from 
1970. 
California 
sheep 
producers 
again fattened fewer lambs for 
market this year, and prices 
were disappointing, averaging 
well below 1969 and 1970 levels. 
The aggregate production for 
field crops was only slightly 
below 
the 
record 
level 
established last year. Vegetable 
production was up 6 per cent 
from the previous year. Fruit 


production increased 8 per cent. 
The largest increase was in 
grape production, which more 
than 
offset 
the 
smaller 
deciduous fruit production. 
Field crop production totaled 
25.5 million tons. A record hay 
and com crop was estimated. A 
major disappointment came in 
cotton, where below average 
yields were realized tor the third 
consecutive year because of 
poor 
early 
season 
growing 
weather and insect problems. 
Food 
grain 
production 
decreased seven per cent from 
1970 due to lower rice yields and 
reduced wheat acreage. Potato 
and dry bean production also 
decreased from the previous 
year. Aggregate feed and grain 
production was three per cent 


above last year. Alfalfa and 
clover 
seed 
production 
in­ 
creased six per cent from 1970. 
Production of fruit and nut 
crops in 1971 totaled 7.9 million 
tons, 8 per cent greater than last 
year. The increase can be at­ 
tributed to a large grape crop 
and record almond and walnut 
crops. Grape production in 1971 
totaled 3.4 million tons, 24 per 
cent above the 1970 harvest. 
Decidious tree fruit production 
totaled 1.87 million tons in 1971.

SACRAMENTO — “ A P er­ 
spective on the Child Support 
Provisions 
of

Welfare 
Reform Act of 1971” is the title 
of a report issued today by the 
State Social 
Welfare 
Board, 
according to Chairman Robert 
E. Mitchell, a Norwalk attorney. 
The report, along with other 
recent activities of the Board, 
stems from a request by the 
State Director of Social Welfare, 
Robert B. Carleson, that the 
Board take responsibility for 
acquainting various segments of 
the public with the new en­ 
forcement tools. The board calls 
the Welfare Reform Act of 1971 
“a most significant step by state 
government in balancing the 
realistic needs of people against 
available fiscal resources.” The 
report covers only the child 
support enforcement provisions 
of the new law and stresses the

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


1971 Congress made a relatively 
small, 
$1.2-billion 
cut 
in 


president 
Nixon's 
ap- 


propriations requests but it took 
other actio 
which will cause 


an increase in the budget deficit. 


The President forecast an 


$11.6-billion deficit in the unified 
budget for fiscal 1972, the 
current year, when he submitted 
his budget last January. 


It now appears the deficit will 


exceed $26 billion when the year 
ends next June 30. 


This sharp increase is ex- 


pected to result principally from 
a huge drop in the revenues 
estimatedxby Nixon 11 months 
ago. 


This drop is caused in part by 


the failure of the economy to 
recover as fast as he expected, 
and in part by tax cuts which he 
proposed and Congress ap- 
proved 
in an attempt 
to 


stimulate the economy. 


However, Congress itself 


made a small contribution to the 
bigger deficit by the net effect of 
all the actions it took during the 
session which ended Friday. 


This was the case even though 


the chairmen of the House and 
Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittees could claim a $1.2 billion 
net reduction in 17 money bills 
sent up by the President. 


For many years, Congress has 


taken actions outsjjle cne area of 
appropriations bins which have 
had a bigger impact on the 
spending 
budget 
than 
its 


decisions on these bills. That 
was the situation in the 1971 
session. 


A box score kept by specialists 


of the Senate-House Committee 
on Reduction of Federal Ex- 
penditures indicates that the 
effect of all actions taken by the 
Congress, including the ap- 
propriations cuts, is to increase 
the fiscal 1972 budget deficit by 
approximately $3.55 billion. 


In this accounting, the ap- 


propriations reductions were far 
more than offset by such things 
as: 


— A 5.5 per cent pay increase 


for federal civilian employes 
and military personnel effective 
Jan. 1 instead of next July 1 as 
Nixon proposed. This added $1.2 
billion to the 1972 budget. 


— A pay increase for lower 


ranks in the military designed to 
boost prospects for a volunteer 
army. This cost $484 million 
more in the current fiscal year 
than the President recom- 
mended. 


— A 10 per 
cent 
Social 


Security increase which went 
$1.4 
billion beyond Nixon's 


request. 


However, the impact on the 


budget of these actions was 
largely offset by inactions on 
other Presidential programs in 
the 1971 session. 


The most important of these 


was the failure to pass any of his 
general or special revenue- 
sharing plans. Another was the 
deferral of action on Nixon's 
proposals to liberalize welfare 


benefits. 


The Senate-House Committee 


estimated the various inactions 
had the net effect of saving 
about $3.12 billion in fiscal 1972 
spending. 
Thus, the over-all impact on the 
budget of what Congress did and 
didn't do in 1971 was to raise the 
deficit by about $427 million. 


The 1971 session voted to 


appropriate a total of $250.6 
billion, a record. The $1.2 billion 
cut below Nixon's request was 
one of the smallest in years. 


The total included $96.8 billion 


of permanent appropriations 
which did not have to be acted on 
in the individual bills. The 
permanents include such things 
as $21.1 billion of interest on the 
public debt, a record high for 
this item, and more than $35 
billion of Social Security outlays 
financed by a trust fund. 


The final cut may be about $1 


billion greater when Congress 
acts next year on the foreign-aid 
bill. That program was financed 
with a continuing resolution in 
the windup of the 1971 session. 


Congress voted more than 


Nixon asked in eight of the 17 
fiscal 1972 appropriations 
passed in the 1971 session, but 
the big reduction in the Defense 
Department bill $3 billion more 
than offset the myriad of in- 
creases. 


Nearly all of the boosts were 


for education, health, en- 
vironmental protection, slum 
clearance, housing for the poor, 
and hunger programs.

Consumers — That prices 


leveled off after one of the 
scariest encounters with in- 
flation in modern times. True, 
the problem isn't licked, but the 
rate of inflation dropped to less 
than 2 per cent, at least tem- 
porarily. 


Taxpayers — That was some 


relief, however small, was 
granted. The personal exemp- 
tion rose to $675 from $625. The 
standard deduction rose to 
$1,500 from $1,000. 


Borrowers — That interest 


rates began sliding off from 
their historic highs. While they 
are still high, compared with 


other years, the trend still ap- 
pears to be down. 


Lenders — That they had the 


money to lend. Bp.nks and 
savings and loan associations 
which not long ago couldn't 
make a mortgage loan were able 
to begin advertising again.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


1971 Congress made a relatively 
small, 
$1.2-billion 
cut 
in 


President 
Nixon's 
ap- 


propriations requests but it took 
other actions which will cause 
an increase in the budget deficit. 


The President forecast an 


$11.6-billion deficit in the unified 
budget for fiscal 1972, the 
current year, when he submitted 
his budget last January. 


It now appears the deficit will 


exceed $26 billion when the year 
ends next June 30. 


This sharp increase is ex- 


pected to result principally from 
a huge drop in the revenues 
estimated--by Nixon 11 months 
ago. 


This drop is caused in part by 


the failure of the economy to 
recover as fast as he expected, 
and in part by tax cuts which he 
proposed and Congress ap- 
proved 
in an 
attempt 
to 


stimulate the economy. 


However, Congress 
itself 


made a small contribution to the 
bigger deficit by the net effect of 
all the actions it took during the 
session which ended Friday. 


This was the case even though 


the chairmen of the House and 
Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittees could claim a $1.2 billion 
net reduction in 17 money bills 
sent up by the President. 


For many years, Congjress has 


taken actions outside cne area of 
appropriations bins which have 
had a bigger impact on the 
spending 
budget 
than 
its 


decisions on th«se bills. That 
was the situation in the 1971 
session. 


A box score kept by specialists 


of the Senate-House Committee 
on Reduction of Federal Ex- 
penditures indicates that the 
effect of all actions taken by the 
Congress, including the ap- 
propriations cuts, is to increase 
the fiscal 1972 budget deficit by 
approximately $3.55 billion. 


In this accounting, the ap- 


propriations reductions were far 
more than offset by such things 
as: 


— A 5.5 per cent pay increase 


for federal civilian employes 
and military personnel effective 
Jan. 1 instead of next July 1 as 
Nixon proposed. This added $1.2 
billion to the 1972 budget. 


— A pay increase for lower 


ranks in the military designed to 
boost prospects for a volunteer 
army. This cost $484 million 
more in the current fiscal year 
than the President 
recom- 


mended. 


— A 10 per 
cent 
Social 


Security increase which went 
$1.4 
billion beyond Nixon's 


request. 


However, the impact on the 


budget of these actions was 
largely offset by inactions on 
other Presidential programs in 
the 1971 session. 


The most important of these 


was the failure to pass any of his 
general or special revenue- 
sharing plans. Another was the 
deferral of action on Nixon's 
proposals to liberalize welfare 


benefits. 


The Senate-House Committee 


estimated the various inactions 
had the net effect of saving 
about $3.12 billion in fiscal 1972 
spending. 
Thus, the over-all impact on the 
budget of what Congress did and 
didn't do in 1971 was to raise the 
deficit by about $427 million. 


The 1971 session voted to 


appropriate a total of $250.6 
billion, a record. The $1.2 billion 
cut below Nixon's request was 
one of the smallest in years. 


The total included $96.8 billion 


of permanent appropriations 
which did not have to be acted on 
in the individual bills. The 
permanents include such things 
as $21.1 billion of interest on the 
public debt, a record high for 
this item, and more than $35 
billion of Social Security outlays 
financed by a trust fund. 


The final cut may be about $1 


billion greater when Congress 
acts next year on the foreign-aid 
bill. That program was financed 
with a continuing resolution in 
the windup of the 1971 session. 


Congress voted more than 


Nixon asked in eight of the 17 
fiscal 
1972 appropriations 


passed in the 1971 session, but 
the big reduction in the Defense 
Department bill $3 billion more 
than offset the myriad of in- 
creases. 


Nearly all of the boosts were 


for education, health, en- 
vironmental protection, slum 
clearance, housing for the poor, 
and hunger programs.

Things to be thankful for: 
Consumers — That prices 


leveled off after one of the 
scariest encounters with in- 
flation in modern times. True, 
the problem isn't licked, but the 
rate of inflation dropped to less 
than 2 per cent, at least tem- 
porarily. 


Taxpayers — That was some 


'relief, however small, was 
granted. The personal exemp- 
tion rose to $675 from $625. The 
standard deduction rose to 
$1,500 from $1,000. 


Borrowers — That interest 


rates began sliding off from 
their historic highs. While they 
are still high, compared with 


other years, the trend still ap- 
pears to be down. 


Lenders — That they had the 


money to lend. Bpnks and 
savings and loan associations 
which not long ago couldn't 
make a mortgage loan were able 
to begin advertising again. 


Investors — That 
values 


appeared all over the stock 
market. And while many blue 
chip stocks continue to lag, the 
Dow Jones Industrial Average 
did rise more than 50 points 
from last year's 830.57.

unemployment was halted and 
that the number of jobs con- 
tinued to increase, although not 
sufficiently faster than the job 
seekers to bring down the 
jobless rate.

WASHINGTON — The secret 


intelligence reports — Those 
dreary epistles of modern 
scripture — bear a grim 
Christmas message from the 
Holy Land. 


They tell of war preparations 


along the Suez, of Soviet naval 
vessels moving into Egyptian 
ports, of a plot to kill Jordan's 
King Hussein, of assassins 
dressed in religious garb, of 
bickering among the Arabs. 


The beaches along the Suez 


are empty, the crumbling, ar- 
tillery-pitted villas deserted. 
Underfoot, the soil is tawny and 
acrid, its dust bitter on the 
tongue. To the Israeli and 
Egyptian patrols who eat the 
dust, it has the taste of death. 


The Egyptians train daily, 


under Soviet supervision, for 
amphibious operations. Russia 
has 
supplied 
them 
with 


motorized 
rafts, 
portable 


bridges and minefield sweeping 
equipment. One intelligence 
report claims the Egyptians can 
lay nine bridges, each with a 60- 
ton carrying capacity, and two 
smaller ones, each with a 12-ton 
capacity, across the blue Suez. 


On the east bank, Israeli 


troops wait for them in steel 
tunnels 
and 
underground 


bunkers buried beneath tons of 
sandbags. The bunkers are 
reinforced with rails from an 
abandoned Egyptian railroad. 


From elsewhere in the Middle 


East, other intelligence reports 
add to the story. Three Egyptian 
officials, 
for instance, 
were 


spotted earlier this month in- 


specting Saudi Arabian air- 
fields. An intelligence report 
explained 
that 
Egypt's 


President Sadat had arranged 
with Saudi Arabia's King Faisal 
"to relocate Egypt's civil air 
fleet 
in 
Saudi 
Arabia 
if 


hostilities were renewed." 


SOVIET BUILD-UP 


Soviet cruisers, destroyers, 


submarines and amphibious 
craft, meanwhile, have been 
quietly assembling 
in the 


Egyptian ports and anchorages 
of Alexandria, Port 
Said, 


Kithira and the Gulf of Sollum. 


Declares a naval intelligence 


report: "The return of com- 
batants and amphibious units to 
ports and anchorages in the 
Eastern Mediterranean re- 
establishes 
the Soviet naval 


presence, which was withdrawn 
in late October." 


The Israeli assessment of 


"Egyptian capabilities and 
intentions" has been flashed to 
Washington 
by 
Walworth 


Barbour, the U. S. Ambassador 
in Tel Aviv. 


"Egyptian deployment along 


(Suez) canal," he cables, "gives 
Sadat option to open fire at any 
time with very little further 
preparation." 


However, he added, Israel 


"has 
no intelligence that 


Egyptians intend to resume 
firing within any specific time 
frame." 


On this troubled Christmas 


eve, Bethlehem remains much 
as it did when Mary and Joseph 
first halted before the inn, and 
vnding no room, sought shelter 


in the stable. It is a huddle of 
Hat-roofed 
stone 
houses, 


clinging to the bleak Judean 
hillside. Its narrow streets still 
echo to the clattering heels of 
heavily laden donkeys. 


The stars seem to shine 


brighter over Bethlehem than 
anywhere on earth, and the 
memory of Jesus is fresh and 
breathing. But no far away 
assassins disguised as Christian 
priests are reported to be 
preparing ambushes for Jor- 
danian ministers and royalty. 


"The 
plans 
include 
the 


adoption of Muslin or Christian 
priestly disguise to use when 
appropriate or necessary," 
states an intelligence report. 


MYSTERY MAN 


The plotters are directed by a 


mystery man, known as Fakhri 
al-Amari, who operates out of a 
top-floor flat in Beirut. An in- 
telligence report states that the 
downstairs entrance is guarded 
by at least four armed guards. 
No one is admitted until he has 
called Amari personally from 
downstairs, then at least one 
guard physically accompanies 
the visitor to Amari's flat. 


Amari is described in the 


intelligence reports as chief of 
the "special services section" of 
the underground Fedayeen 
movement. He is responsible 
"for 
assassinations, 
kid- 


nappings, sabotage and other 
acts of terrorism." 


His top target is King Hussein, 


who smashed the Fedayeen in 
Jordan. Amari, according to an 
intelligence report, is "still 


working on his plan to 'get* King 
Hussein of Jordan the next time 
the latter travels outside Jor- 
dan. Amari believes that the 
King's next trip will be to 
Paris." 


As fronts, the assassins have 


used a travel agency, handicraft 
shop and small grocery store in 
Amman, the Jordan capital. 
They reportedly hope to obtain 
information on the King's travel 
plans from a pilot for the Royal 
Jordanian Air Line. 


The 
defeated 
Fedayeen, 


meanwhile, 
are 
scattered 


throughout the Arab world. 
Many are nursing their bruises 
in Lebanon not far from the 
Biblical seaports of Tyre and 
Sidon.

Sanctions Sought Against TV Too Severe 


Let Co A Little More

In the midst of all the holiday hoopla and cheeriness, some 


people get deeply depressed, even suicidal — a reverse reaction 
which a team of psychologists call the Christmas "clench." Or- 
dinarily, they say, it occurs in people who long so intensely for 
simple, childish delights that they suppress the urge completely. 
And this makes them terribly sad. 


They should learn to "let go" a little more, not overdoing it and 


expecting too much, but taking it easy and counting on having a 
modicum of fun, says Drs. Barry and Patricia M. Bricklin, of 
Wayne, Pa. "Just as an individual may clench his muscles into a 
tight knot, so too may a human put a 'clench' into his psychic ap- 
paratus," the doctors say, adding that this usually is what causes 
the holiday blues. 


The husband-and-wife team of psychologists for years have 


spent each Christmas Eve counselling and trying to console 
depressed callers, some so desperate they telephone without even 
knowing the doctors personally. They write in Youth magazine, a 
monthly for teen-agers of the United Church cf Christ, that the 
Christmas season heightens the desire "to relive our fantasies of 
childhood, to be catered to and indulged. 


"For most young children this is completely attainable: their 


parents do indulge them. It is also at least partly attainable for the 
great majority of adults. The adult vicariously enjoys the joy of his 
children. But the process breaks down for sonic people." 


They have such intense childhood longings that they're afraid 


to release them, fearing it would swamp them in helpless chaos, the 
doctors say. adding that such feelings may stem from either of two 
situations, namely: 


— An inadaquate childhood. "Humans have a hard time letting 


go of things that should have been good but weren't. The lost 
childhoods are sought in the present, with the aim of reliving them 
in a finally fulfilling way." 


—An overindulged childhood. "These people may have been so 


overindulged as children that they were unable to get on with the 
job of maturing." 


Either of these background conditions may cause people to 


choke off their real feelings in a season accenting childish joys, and 
leave them bitter and downcast, the psychologists say, adding: 
•'Typically, the teen-ager has such intense longings to be a child 
again that he must inhibit his response to Christmas in total. . . He 
is afraid to tempt himself with a small dose of something he craves 
in such huge quantities." 


To really enjoy Christmas, the psychologists say, one needs to 


be both a generous "giver" as well as a gracious "receiver" — with 
both essential to sharing in the spirit of the season.

At the ridiculous extreme, 


surely, is the protest that now 
goes out against the velicensing 
of Station KTTV in Los Angeles, 
which is the object of a petition 
by an organization called the 
National Association for Better 
Broadcasting, and one or two 
other 
citizens' 
groups.

NABB wants the FCC to deny 
the station a fresh license on the 
grounds, 
primarily, 
that 
it 


sponsors 
a newscaster, 
Mr. 


George Putnam, who gives 
"biased accounts" of the news 
(you've guessed it, Putnam's 
bias is a conservative, rather 
than 
liberal). 
The 
other 


organizations, in addition to 
objecting to Mr. Putnam, object 
to the racial imbalance in the 
staff of the station. 


A 
professor 
from

University of California writes, 
"George Putnam is a sort of 
articulate hard-hat, laureate of 
the Archie Bunker constituency. 
His appeal is precisely to gut 
feelings and he has, one gathers, 
a large audience attracted by 
that appeal.

The diagnosis of slipped disc 


is usually made by the com- 
bined judgment of an ortho- 
pedist (hone specialist) and a 
neurologist (nerve specialist). 


Special types of X-ray studies 


known as myelograms may help 
show the presence of a slipped, 
or herniated. disc. 


The presence of arthritis of 


the spine, or of neuritis, can be 
determined by other types of 
examination. Only by such care- 
ful medical scrutiny can the ex- 
act reason for your discomfort 
be determined and the proper 
treatment

It must be remembered thai 


these lamps give off ultra-viole: 
rays which arc almost identical 
wfth those that pour out of the 
midday sun in the summertime. 


A most significant warning 


must be made to people who 
use sun lamps. There is a tend- 
ency to fall asleep during their 
use. Many severe burns have 
resulted tVom such careless use, 
without ! n automatic timer to 
shut off the lamp. 


When used, there should be 


a slow buildup in time, starting 
with a 15 second exposure. The 
eyes must be carefully covered 
with cotton or shields, to pre- 
vent hazardous burns of the del- 
icate lining of the eyes.
